answers to inquiries about state bonus matters, nearly 1000 | 
letters come into the Times Service Center each month seek~ 


ing such information. 

At this time, interest seems to 
be centered mainly on whether 
New Jersey is likely to enact a 
bonus, when Pennsylvania will pay 
its bonus, whether Illinois voters 
acted recently on a bonus referen- 
dum, whether Minnesota and’ West 
Virginia application forms. are 
available and what’s holding up 
“= bonus: payments. 

Some letters are also being re- 
ceived! asking about court action 
on thé Jowa and Montana bonus 
laws. -

IN AN EFFORT to keep other 
Times readers fully informed on 
these frequently-asked questions, 
below is a resume of such bonus 
activity: 

NEW JERSEY—lIn the 1957 ses- 
sion of the New Jersey Legislature 
several War II and Korea bonus 
bills have been introduced and re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee 
for consideration. Two of the bills 
propose a bond issue to pay a 
bonus benefit, the other would pro- 
pose a state lottery. 

The State Legislature, recessed 
for the summer, will reconvene 
Dec. 2, 1957, but an authoritative 
spokesman thinks none of the 
bonus proposals has a chance of 
being enacted. 

During the 1949 elections the 
New Jersey voters rejected a pro- 
posed bonus for War II veterans. 
Between 1949 and 1957 several 
other bonus measures failed enact- 
ment, 

PENNSYLVANIA — Although 
the voters recently overwhelming- 
ly approved a $150-million bond 
issue to pay a state bonus to Korea 
veterans, no payments will be pos- 
sible until some time in 1959, at 
the earliest. 

Two‘laws must be passed by the 
General Assembly before applica- 
tion forms can be prepared. Since 
the legislature does not meet in 
1958, the needed legislatign won't 
be considered until 1959. 

The needed laws would (1) pro 
vide a taxing program for paying 
off the bonus ds so the state: 
youlg ha ve 
for pm ween Tons 95, 1950 
and July 27, $953; (2) appropriate 
funds to hire an administrative 
staff to process applications.

ILLINOIS—The referendum on 
the $75-million bond issue to fi- 
nance a Korea bonus did not take 
place Nov. 5, 1957. It will be sub- 
mitted to the voters Nov. 4, 1958. 

If the voters approve the bond 
issue, however, it will be some 
time in 1959 before application 
forms would be available.

OHIO—Payments of the Ohio 
bonus for Korea service began 
June 1, 1957 and about 1000 tlaims 
are being paid daily. Since pay- 
ments began in June, more than 
120,000 claims have been paid. 

Applicants with claim numbers 
lower than 200,000 who have not 
received payments can be reason- 
ably certain their claims have been 
sent to a special section for neces- 
sary additional information before 
any payment can be made. 

Some 39,000 irregular claims al- 
ready have been cleared and paid. 
Forms requesting information are 
being sent either to claimants or 
their branch of service.

Army’s New Cavalry Troopers | 
Enter Battle on Horses That Fly

FORT BRAGG, N. C.—When the 
word airborne is mentioned it 
usually brings to mind a large 
flight of airplanes spilling hun- 
dreds of paratroopers from its 
innards, literally blanketing the 
sky. In Sicily, Normandy, Holland 
and other memorable campaigns, 
divisions and whole corps went 
into battle from the air. 

Conversely, the word cavalry 
conjures up the image of mounted 
men with sabres drawn, thunder- 
ing down upon the enemy at full 
tilt, with a bugler sounding the 
charge to spur them on. 

Put the words together, take 
them literally and you have a fly- 
ing-horses scheme straight from 
Rube Goldberg. Things haven't 
progressed quite this far at Fort 
Bragg. But shrink the size and 
airborne cavalry is still an apt de- 
scription of the 82d Abn. Div.’s 
reconnaissance cOmpany, now 
known as Troop A, 17th Cav.

WITH THE recent ‘reorganiza- 
tion and streamlining of the Army’s 
combat divisions (known as RO- 
TAD in the airborne), they as- 
sumed the unit designation as part 
of the Army plan to retain the 
old style regiments on the active 
list as parent units for the sake 
of tradition.

Army Gets 1-Ton Trophy 
From Bottom of the Ocean

FORT MONROE, Va. — Ameri- 
cans have the reputation of being 
the world’s most avid souvenir-col- 
lectors. In their enthusiasm for ob- 
taining unusual mementos of their 
travels, not a few Americans have 
been known to literally bring home 
everything but the kitchen sink. 

Continental Army Command and 
533d Ordnancemen of Fort Monroe, 
who are frequently called on to 
authenticate or dismantle souvenir 
finds, believe that the 21st Under 
water Demolitions Team stationed 
at Little Creek Amphibious Base 
holds some sort of record in the 
souvenir-collecting line. 

Recently, men of the UDT par- 
ticipated in military maneuvers at 
Fort Lorenzo in the Panama Canal 
Zone. One of the mementos they 
brought back to Little Creek turn- 
ed out to be a real whopper—a 10- 
foot-long, 2000-pound Spanish can- 
non. 

The giant cannon, now at Fort 
Monroe for cleaning and display, 








has a breech which measures 16 
inches in diameter and a muzzle 
with a diameter of five inches. 

According to information uncov- 
ered by CPO Layton D. Henry, 
chief gunner’s mate of the 2ist 
UDT, the old gun had probably 
rested on the bottom of the bay 
where the UDT found it since Sir 
Henry Morgan and his buccaneers 
pillaged. Fort Lorenzo in the 17th 
century. 

“We found some old gold coins 


| dated in the early 1700s in the bay 


near the cannon,” Henry said, “but 
we haven’t determined how long 
the coins had been there. The can- 
non, however, appears to be of 
the type used by the Spanish at 
Old Fort Lorenzo in the 17th cen- 
tury.” 

Loading the cannon on their 
boat would have been a problem, 
Henry said, if American troops sta- 
tioned in Panama had not been so 
helpful. “They provided us with a 
winch,” he said, “to hoist the can- 
non from the bay to our ACB.”

Capable of withstanding anti- 
tank mine explosions, the roller 
clears pressure activated mines 
before the tank tracks reach the 
danger point. This makes possible 





more efficient use of tanks by 
eliminating time consuming search 
for and removal of mines. The roll- 
er was developed by the Army En- 
gineer Research and Development 
Laboratories, Fort Belvoir, Va. 
Fabricated of high strength 
steel, the complete roller is made 
up of a series of wheels four feet 
in diameter and six inches thick 
mounted on independent shafts or 
axles. The tank in combat pushes 
a six wheel section in front of each

Aliens Reminded 
To Make Annual

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Posts Adopting Campbell Supply Plan

FORT CAMPBELL, Ky.—It may be that the taxpayers 
won’t notice it in their pocketbooks, but one of Campbell’s 
activities has saved a big chunk of money since it started on 


Sept. 9, 1956. 

The Cenfral Issue Agency, 
charged with the task of issuing all 
field and individual combat gear 
(expecting, ordnance, signal and 
medical items) to the troops at 
this post, was established as a test 
unit by the Department of the 
Army. It has proven so successful 
that the system is being adopted by 
other installations in the Third 
Army area and throughout the 
ATmy. 

The benefits. realized from the 
operation of this supermarket ex- 
tend in several directions. It makes 
for increased efficiency and sav- 
ings to the nation, it requires fewer 
men for operation and administra- 
tion than the old company supply 
system—thus releasing troops for 
combat training and duty—and in- 
sures a more completely equipped 
soldier at all times. 

SFC Leopold Pepitune, noncom- 
missioned officer in charge, has 
been with the activity since it be- 
gan. He describes the Central Issue 
Agency as a “. . . pentomie Army 
super supply room.” 





More Cargo Craft Urged 
To Keep Up With Missiles 


FHILADELPHIA — Cargo air- 
craft. must keep pace with ballistic 
missile development if America is 
to have an effective over-all de- 
fensive system according to Lt. 
Gen. Ira C. Baker. 

Speaking before the Philadelphia 
Rotary Club, the former Air Force 
géneral, now a vice president of 
the Douglas Aircraft company, said 
the new field of ballistic missiles 
“imposes a tremendous added re- 
quirement on our military logistic 
system.” 

Stressing the immediate ‘impor- 
tance of the intermediate range 
bailistic missile, Gen. Eaker said,

Building and servicing these bases 
requires the most advanced type 
of air cargo carriers, combining 
speed, efficiency and range.”

THE DOUGLAS executive illus- 
trated the economies resulting from 
expanded use of airlift by referring 
to the Hi-Valu Program instituted 
by the Air Force to control items 
having high unit cost. 

He explained that delivery of the 
J-57 engine, used on several Air 
Force planes, by air had made it 
possible to reduce the number in 
the inventory by about 2000. 

“Thus, the savings on this one 
jiem amount to slightly over 300 
million d.llars,” said Eaker. “It 
is not surprising that program, in 
effect only a few years, has saved 
the taxpayers billions of dollars in 
procurement costs already.” 

New turboprop aircraft such as 
the C-133, now being delivered to 
the Air Force, can efféct far great- 
er ecouomies because Of their in- 
creased speed and range and lower 
cost of operation, Gen. Eaker said. 

“It can be operated for as little 
as four cents per ton mile direct 
cost, about half that of previous 
heavy cargo carriers, ” he con- 
tinued.

PX and Public

spring, have avowed their determination to 
press for curtailment of exchange activities. 
This long-standing fight is no longer based 
on logic; it has become a crusade. The retail 
associations have “lost face.” Their dues- 
paying members are beginning to question 
the effectiveness of their Washington leb- 
bies, which have been unable to do serious 
damage to an easy target like service ex- 
changes. 

Withholding the annual report will ae- 
complish no good that will offset the bad 
impression made by the mere attempt. to 
withhold it. Almost any government official, 
especially a member of Congress, can see the 
report if he so wishes. The exchange serv- 
ice’s reluctance to display it may cause 
others ‘to regard it with distrust. Is that 
the way the exchange people want it? 

Sound public relations for exchanges has 
beeome a condition of existence. The retail 
groups’ battle is not fought on the basis of 
objective reasoning, statistical comparisons 
er judicious decisions. It is conducted on 
an emotional level. It is a contest to change 
public and congressional attitudes. It is a 
eampaign for favorable position and argu- 
ment in the columns of the press. In brief, 
it is a public relations battle. 

When the chips are down, it doesn’t mueh 
matter how expert exchange people become 
in merchandising, or accounting, or store 
Jayout. If the public relations battle is lost 
there won’t be any merchandise to sell, or 
records to keep, or stores to lay out. 

Time was when service exchanges had 
ne formal public relations program. During 
that period, roughly 1947-49, some 40 per- 
cent of all public mentions of service ex- 
changes were unfavorable. Five years later, 
this had been reduced, through an aggressive 
public relations program, to less than one 
percent. The number of favorable publie 
mentions in that period showed a tremen- 
dous increase. 

It is no coincidence that the worst cur- 
tailment ever suffered by service exchanges 
eceurred in 1949. Yet, four years later, 
service exchanges won their greatest victory 
before Congress. The reason for the victory 
was supplied at the hearings when Congress 
commended the A&AFES public relations 
program. 

Exchange public relations cannot be a 
erash program set up hurriedly when the 
retailers begin pounding on the door of Con- 
gress. It should be modeled more on fire 
prevention than on fire fighting. Sound pre- 
ventive measures may not be as dramatie 
as the fire engine tearing down the street, 
but the house doesn’t burn down, either. 

Also fundamental is the recognition that 
public relations is what you are, not what 
you say you are. The medicine man with 
his garish posters said his elixir was good 
for everything afflicting the human animal 
—and by the time the public found out the 
truth he was gone. But any business insti- 
tution expecting to be around for a while 
cannot adopt this technique. Sound public 
relations begins when management asks it- 
self—prior to policy decisions—Is this good 
for the public we serve, and what will be 
its impact on others? 

In the coming fight, the retail organiza- 
tions will use top flight public relations peo- 
ple and techniques to win their points. It 
will take no less than that to beat them now 
and to build a solid foundation for future 
public confidence in the service exchange 
privilege. 

As in most fights, there is no second 
place. You win this one, or you lose. 
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A Non-Profit PX Board?

Efficiency Reports 
Need Examination 


CHICAGO: In publicizing the 
prevailing dissatisfaction of many 
officers with the efficiency report- 
ing system and the OEI, your pa- 
per is performing a useful and 
necessary service to the Army. It 
sheuld be plain now to those of- 
ficials responsible for operating 
the system that a large part of the 
officer corps has no confidence in 
the system and that it is playing 
havoc with officer morale. 

The old sense of belonging to an 
organization~ where fair play was 
taken for granted is apparently no 
lenger the rule among us. In fact, 
the situation calls for a fresh exam- 
ination of the whole efficiency re- 
porting system, and the examina- 
tion certainly should inélude re- 
ports from officers in the field, 
away from the Pentagon, who have 
seen how the system really works 
—which is quite different from the 
way it is supposed to work. 

It is certainly not enough for 
DA spokesmen to announce that 
the OEI is only one facter in a 
personnel action. We all know it 
is the primary factor, and it is eer- 
tainly used as a screening device. 
By playing it down, as reported in 
your paper of 9 November, in a 
presentation to the ROA, DA is 
merely confirming the generally 
held opinion of its inadequacy and 
unfairness. 

There is plenty of evidence that 
the system is deficient in the fol- 
lowing particulars: 

®@ It is not a fair and equitable 
measure of efficiency. (It would 
be interesting, for example, to see 
the results of a study that showed 
the correlation between the OEI 
and combat effectiveness! ). 

® It tends to weed out the quiet- 
ly efficient officer who has not com- 
peted in gaining the favor of his 
superiors with those who ~-make 
more noise and do a better job at 
“selling themselves.” 

® By attempting to express var-

MAJOR DRAWBACK in abolish- 
ing All-Army competition, it seems 
to me, is that the opportunity for 
a man who was not an outstanding 
athlete before he joined up to de- 
velop into a champion is, if not 
denied, at least made unlikely. 

Incentive and the motivation 
that recognition as a champion 
brings are removed. While this is 
done, members of post teams will 
still get preferential treatment so 
long as the local commander wants 
a winning outfit. Result is that 
some of the evils that the new 
policy is designed to put an end 
to will continue, while some of 
the good that All-Army competi- 
tion brings will be lost, 

Fact is that the Army wili have 
“All-Army” squads. .This is already 
true in the Pentathlon and in rifle 
and pistol shooting. It is to be true 
in boxing, golf and tennis this year. 
In 1959, as the Army prepares for 
the 1960 Olympics, Army- wrest- 
ling, weight lifting, track and other 
squads are likely to be set up.

THIS is all very well and will 
contribute to the glory of the Army 
and the United States, we hope, in 
the 1960 Olympics, but it doesn’t 
do anything for the man who is 
intent on being a good soldier, or 
who lacks the talent in a particu- 
lar athletic event.

HOW ABOUT a _ point-to-point 
cross country long distance race? 
Give the individual a map, a com- 
pass, a day’s supply of food and 
water, a standard pack. Tell him 
that he must get to a particular 
point as fast as possible. Start the 
competitors at five or 10-minute 
intervals. Competitors must locate 
themselves on the map, choose a 
route (perhaps a long one over 
level ground or a shorter one over 
mountains and streams), and the 
man who gets from start to finish 
in the least time is declared the 
winner. This could start as training 
at a post, end up with an All-Army 
competition. 

How about a patrol race? A five- 
man fire team would be given a 
map, oriented on it, told to survey 
an area and report items of mili- 
tary interest. A point system could 
be developed in which the time 
taken to survey the area and the 
number of valid observations made 
would be given values. This might 
be tricked up more by stationing 
“Aggressor” patrols in the area, 
requiring the U.S. patrol to defeat 
or slip by the Aggressor Judges 
stationed at the Aggressor-held 
points would give credits or take 
points away from the patrol, based 
on how they handled these situa- 
tions.

THE POINT TOTAL scored by 
a battalion determines its final 
standings in the competition.

The point sys- 
tem places a premium on speed 
and efficiency of operations and 
teamwork of units involved. 

Each firing battery is given three 
selected from the oldest 
serviceable missiles available.

NEW YORK CITY.—A joint con- 


ference of Army and Air Force 
Overseas command representatives 
were to be held this week to dis- 
cuss the new concept for exchange 
operation.

It will then take each of the serv- 
ices between 30 and 60 days to re- 
survey all their . non-permanent 
quarters to see that they qualify 
under the standards approved by 
Defense for classification as sub- 
standard. 

Only after approval ‘is given at 
service top levels will quarters ac- 
tually be classified as substandard. 
And only then can individuals oc- 
cupying such quarters begin to 
pay rent for them, collecting full 
quarters allowance. each month 
and having deducted or paying 
back in cash the rental fixed for 
their quarters.

1500 Riley Trainees Leave 
To Join 8th Div. in Europe 


FORT RILEY, Kans.—More than 
1500. trainees who came to Fort 
Riley early in May completed proc- 
essing here last week and left on 
five trains for shipment to Europe 
and the 8th Inf. Div: 

Lt. Col. Alexander G. Fraser Jr., 
with a staff of 17 lieutenants took 
the first of three such groups to 
their new unit. 

The men came to Riley in May 
direct from reception stations for 
training. Units of the 1st Inf. Div. 
gave the packet its first eight weeks 
of basic. The next eight weeks 
found the new soldiers taking. ad- 
vanced work either in specialized 
schools and units or with units of 
the lst Div. At the conclusion of 





the two training periods records 
‘and equipment of each individual 
were checked to see that every man 
was ready for his new assignment. 
Two increments still at Riley, 
and nearing completion of their 
training, will leave for the 8th Inf. 
Div. late in December and in Jan- 
uary. 
Departure of the last man will 
bring to a close a huge training job 
by the Ist Inf. Div. to prepare ap- 
proximately 5000 new soldiers for 
duty with the 8th Div. in Europe.

Cordiner system aims at 
these two retention points — the 
end of the first enlistment for sol- 
diers, sailors and airmen, the end 
of the tour of obligated service for 
officers.

But if the 
man reenlists for four years, then 
the Government will get four more 
productive years out of their orig- 
inal investment, with added bene- 
fits from better maintenance and 
more effective performance from 
whatever weapons system he hap- 
pens to be working on.

Brooke Physician Collects 
Medically-Induced Diseases 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex. — 
Physicians, probably more often 
than members of other callings, 
develop hobbies from their pro- 
fession. 

Some doctors callect stamps 
with medical implications. Others 
search for old apothecary jars or 
surgical instruments now  out- 
dated. 

One specialist at Brooke Army 
Medical Center collects new dis- 
eases. 

Maj. Robert H. Moser, internist 
at Brooke Army Hospital and as 
sistant chief of the Department 
of Medicine, first began seriously 
cataloguing the diseases of medi- 
cal progress while on duty in Ger- 
many. These first efforts of his 
resulted in a paper, published in 
September, 1956, in the New En- 
gland Journal of Medicine, in 
which he listed 144 references in 
medical literature to new diseases 
or groups of symptoms that had 
resulted from medical treatment 
based on new discoveries. 

Since that publication. Maj. 
Moser has added nearly 450 more 
references. 

While all of medical history is 
replete with examples of illness 
resulting from sound medical 
treatment, Maj. Moser says, it 
only in recent years that the de- 
velopment of potent new drugs, 
improved methods of surgery and 
more efficient equipment have trig- 
gered new illnesses and new sets 
of symptoms in unprecedented 
numbers. 

The common denominator of all 
the diseases he lists is that they 
“would not have occurred if sound 
therapeutic procedure had _ not 
been employed.”

AMONG the “new” diseases 
Maj. Moser lists a number so ob- 
scure or so complicated that they 
are best dealt with in profession- 
al meetings, but there are many 
others met by laymen and recog- 
nized in the non-professional press 
as of unusual interest. 

Perhaps one of the best exam- 
ples is the case of the blind 
babies. Medical detectives won- 
dered why so many prematurely 





born infants, saved because of the 
great advances in pediatric medi- 
cine and the efficiency of modern 
incubators, were blind. The very 
agent that was chiefly responsible 
for granting them life was the 
agent that at the same time de- 
stroyed their sight. Now prema- 
ture infants receive carefully 
measured doses of oxygen, enough 
to grant them the boon of life, 
but not so much that they develop 
“retrolental fibroplasia.” 

Some of the life-saving drugs 
of modern medicine may be re- 
sponsible for developing in 
some patients inflammation of 
tissues, skin lesions, severe de- 
pressions, jaundice, neuritis or 
other illnesses. New techniques 
in surgery may cause anemia, or 
the physician’s use of anti- 
biotics to combat infections can 
result in an overgrowth of or- 
ganisms that are resistant to the 
drugs. 

The list is long. Sometimes the 
illness or the symptoms merely 
resemble well-known diseases an€¢ 
symptoms. Sometimes the dis- 
eases actually develop and the 
medical researcher must find a 
new treatment or method that 
will combat the “new” set of 
symptoms. 

But, as Maj. Moser writes in the 
conclusion to his paper, which he 
revises with each new find in medi- 
cal literature, “This subject is not 
unique to medicine. Progress in 

every sphere of human endeavor 
creates new problems at each 
durn. At times this may be dis- 
couraging, but it is never dull.”

Roads must be kept open, com- 
munications maintained, housing 
furnished, all coupled with the) 
steady re-supply of the frontline 
troops and a dozen other jobs that 
embrace every conceivable facet of 
the word support in its military 
sense. 

The job réquires continuous 
preparation and supervision by ex- 
perts .plus constant revision to 
meet new demands based on the 
changing tactical concepts. 

And when an army becomes tac- 
tical the complexities of distribu- 
tion are multiplied, especially with 
atomic warfare making necessary 
a number of duplicated and de- 
centralized issue points.

GONE ARE THE DAYS when 
mountains of materials could be 
piled up on beachheads to be dis- 
seminated as needed at relatively 
small risk. Even with complete 
air superiority some enemy planes 
would filter through, and one 
atomic bomb could spell disaster.

It has been able to concentrate 
on development 
equipment and new instruments 
-that will warn soldiers and civil- 
ians of deadly gases not detectable 
by color, taste or smell. Im addi- 
tion to designing -weapons and 
-equipment for use on the battle- 
field, the Chemical Co is also 
working with the U.S. Public 
health Service and civil defense 
administrators. 

F ng the importance of 
_ this joint preparedness effort, 
the Army’s chief chemical of- 

ficer, Maj. Gen. William M. 

Creasy, recently said: “We know 

that other nations are fully 

aware of the potential of gas and 
disease germs as a means of 
war.” 

Gen. Creasy quoted a talk given 
by Georgi Zhukov, recently de- 
posed Soviet defense minister, in 
which Zhukoy said Russia believes 
that any future war would involve 
chemical and biological weapons 
in addition to conventional and 
nuclear arms. 

“That is warning enough for all 
of us,’ Gen. Creasy said. “We 
car safely assume that chemical 
and biological weapons figure 
prominently in the Soviet arsenal.”

NOT MUCH has been revealed 
in the highly classified area of 
chemical weaponry. It is known 
that the Chemical Corps is de- 
veloping a family of incendiary 
and flame roekets, formerly an Ord- 
nance project. Work on the flame 
warheads is near completion but 
the rocket launching equipment 
needs further study. 

A new one-shot flame thrower 
is in the final stage of develop- 
ment. The loaded weapon is about 
one-third as heavy as the standard 
multiple shot unit. Although the 
flame thrower is intended to be 
expendable, it can be recharged 
and used again. It is a compact, 
rugged tool for the pentomic in- 
fantryman.

FOR vse in airborne opera- 
tons is a pocket-size colored smoke 
grenade to mark the’ spot where 
aircraft may land or drop para- 
troops and cargo. The grenade 
weighs a little over a pound and 
can give signals in any combina- 
tion of five colors. 

Another study underway is 
aimed at developing a means of 
reducing flash burns caused by 
the heat of a nuclear explosion. 
The method involves a heavy 
smoke screen that would blanket 
the target area. 

The importance of reducing the 
heat effect of an atomic explosion 
was indicated by the fact that 
burns caused three-fourths of the 
casualties at Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki. Such a screen would also cut 
down the number of flash fires 
ignited by the blast. 

o +o * 

MANY CBR agents are not 
easily detectable before contami- 
nation of the air reaches the dan- 
ger point. So the Chemical Corps 
has developed several types of 
new detectors which can do the 
job. 

One is a portable, automatic 25- 
pound unit. When it discovers 
very small traces of lethal nerve 
gas, a red light flashes and a 
buzzer is sounded. It can also set 
off alarms at distant points to 
warn others not in the immediate 
area. 

The set is equipped with a spe- 
cial filter so it can operate even 
with heavy smoke or dust in the 
air. This unit can be adapted for 
civil defense work in case of nerve 
gas attacks at home. 

Another detector is intended 
te protect men ‘assigned to 
guided missile launching sites.

by fuming nitric acid, which is 
used in some rocket propulsion 
systems. The unit is light, oper- 
ates from standard current, and 
measures less than two feet in 
‘height, width and depth. 

Other items include a new pro- 
tective mask — no longer called 
a “gas” mask since the new ver- 
sion also filters out germs and 
radioactive particles. 

A major feature is that it does 
not have the bulky canister seen 
on models in current use. It also 
allows for easier breathing, better 
vision, and is more comfortable. 
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The canister-less mask is under- 
going final ZI testing and is sched- 
uled for further trials by the Arc- 
tic Test Board using a winterized 
version in» Alaska. 

This basic mask has been adapt- 
ed for casualties with head in- 
juries which prevent fitting of the 
conventional mask.

THE CHEMICAL CORPS has 
developed an assembly which can 
simultaneously provide clean air 
to seven patients in a hospital that 
is not gasproof. Light hoses con- 
nect the patients’ headpieces to 
the unit, The collective protector 
is for personnel unable to wear 
the standard mask because of 
bandages on the face or head. 

Joint research with the Medi- 
cal Corps has produced the first 
artificial respiration device 





which can be used in contamil- 
nated air. It is a mask-to-mask 
operation whicht forces pure air 
into the patient’s lungs through 
a hose attached to his mask. 
When the operator exhales he 
forces clean air into the injured 
man’s lungs and when he ex- 
hales, the patient’s exhaled air 
escapes through a valve. 

Work with the first test air 
showed it can out-perform any 
manual type of artificial respira- 
tion. 

Investigation is being done in 
the treatment of diseases which a 
potential enemy might try to 
spread as a means of neutraliz- 
ing our Army in the field or our 
industrial force at home. Studies 
are being directed at development 
of new immunization techniques 
which would counter such attacks.

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CHICAGO—Intensive preparations by several technical 
nounced last week by Fifth Army Headquarters as part of the advance planning for the 


‘}command post Exercise Big Blast 


VIII scheduled for Jan. 31 through 
Feb. 2, 1958. 

This is a comprehensive map 
exercise designed to increase the 
capability of the active Army and 
Reserve components in the con- 


duct of modern warfare, to include 
employment of, and defense 
against, the latest atomic; chemi- 
cal, biological, and radiological 
weapons. 

From Fifth Army field head- 
quarters to be established on those 
dates at Fort Sheridan, Ill, the 
Army commander, Lt. Gen. Wil- 
liam H. Arnold, will direct three 
Army corps against an Aggressor 
Army. There will be no actual 
troop movements into the field. 

Play of the exercise will be con- 
fined to Fort Sheridan, where 2100 
or more Army Reserve, National 
Guard, and active Army personnel 
will be assembled from throughout 
the eastern portion of the Fifth 
Army area for what will be the big- 
gest of the “Big Blast” exercises 
to date. There will be 40 officers 
of general rank present for the ex- 
ercise period.

THIS BIG BLAST VIII exercise 
will involve an Army in a retro- 
grade situation, with tactical and 
logistical situations totally differ- 
ent from those of last year. The 
Aggressor combat forces will be 
somewhat greater than Fifth 
Army’s and will have a slight air 
superiority and an extensive atomic 
capability. Organization of Fifth 
Army will be a type field Army, 
modified as necessary to accommo- 
date ten infantry divisions. 

The exercise will provide op- 
portunity to teach principles of 
tactical air support, Army helicop- 
ter operations, electronic warfare, 
evacuation of personnel casualties 
following an atomic attack, and 
possible river crossing operations.

emy into formations for profitable 
atomic targets, and the general im- 
provement and development of in- 
dividual skills and techniques in 
staff planning and procedures.

Army’s Research Program 
Studied by Ammo Expert 


BALTIMORE, Md.—The Army’s 
program of research and develop- 
ment is undergoing a thorough 
analysis by a Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity graduate student who is 
one of the Army’s leading ammuni- 
tien design engineers. 

He is Sidney Sobelman, chief of 
the guided missile section of the 
Armys Picatinny Arsenal in Dover, 
N.J., who is studying at Hopkins 
this year under a Secretary of the 
Army's Research and Study Fel- 
lowship. 

This unique year-long study pro- 
gram was begun this year by the 
Army to enable qualified men to 
do advanced study on projects of 
benefit both to the individual and 
to the Army. 

Sobelman, who already holds 
three college degrees and has at- 
tended five different universities, 
is doing his graduate work in oper- 
ations resear at the Hopkin’s 
School of Engineering. He plans 
to apply his studies to a _ better 
understanding of “decision - mak- 
ing” in the Army’s overall program 
of research and development. 

Forty-year-old Mr. Sobelman, who 
is married and the father of two 
children, is a leading authority on 
ammunition and its design. 

His job requires coordination of 
all production engineering and 
maintenance engineering activities 
of the Arsenal’s guided missile 
work in support of the Ordnance 
Ammunition Command and Red- 
stone Arsenal. This work involves 
warheads, fuzes, safety and arming 
mechanisms, boosters and jatos, 
propellants, igniters, and flares.

WASHINGTON—In a week packed with missile news, a 
Senate subcommittee heard the “father of the hydrogen 
bomb” declare that if our missile development isn’t speeded 
“there is no doubt the Russians will leave us behind—and 


way behind.” 

Dr. Edward Teller, nuclear ex- 
pert generally credited with de- 
veloping the H-bomb, told the 


Senate Armed Services Prepared- 
ness subcommittee the Russian will 
probably soon be able to’ shoot a 
missile to Houston, Tex. The U.S. 
is behind because it has been re- 
luctant to move in untried fields, 
he said. 

To catch up, he said, we must 
“be generous” with Defense money 
and he charged there were’ many 
places where additional money 
could bring speedier results. 

The Senate committee, under 
majority leader Lyndon Johnson 
(D., Tex.) was also due to hear Dr. 
Vannevar Bush, noteg scientist, Dr. 
John F. Hagen, head of Navy’s 
Project Vanguard and Neil H. Mc- 
Elroy, Secretary of Defense, be- 
fore going into closed session to 
hear U.S. intelligence experts. 

Teller called for closer coopera- 
tion between services and between 
civilian companies and closer co- 
operation with our allies. Teller 
feels the Russians haven’t caught 
us in nuclear weapons but know 
as much as we do about bombers, 
radar and other developments. 

The U.S. held back missile de- 
velopment until sure of a nuclear 
warhead; the Russians gambled on 
it early and the gamble is paying 
off, he said.

THE NATIONAL Security Coun- 
cil has told the Air Force to go 
ahead with production of the Thor. 

This does not mean Thor has 
been chosen over the Jupiter, the 
Army’s IRBM, and there is a good 
chance that the Jupiter will also 
be produced. But since the Air 
Force has already tooled up its 
assembly line, it appears that the 
Thor will be the missile sent to 
our European allies. 

Meanwhile, Rep. George H. 
Mahon, chairman of the powerful 
Defense Appropriation subcommit- 
tee conducting closed-door hearings 
on the missile program, said both 
Thor and Jupiter are at the hard- 
ware stage and IRBMs should be 
rolling off the production line in 
large numbers in a matter of 
months. 

The Air Force also announced it 
is building a $65 million missile 
site at Francis Warren AFB, Chey- 
enne, Wyo. Presumably this would 
be a launching site for the intercon-

A MAN who tries to keep up on 
all the missile news is like a man 
who tries to read War and Peace 
backward daily. But out of the 
maze of reports, rumors, state- 
ments and fact sheets, our eye- 
strained editors have been able to 
glean these facts: 

® The Air Force apparently won 
big on its own gamble: it set up 
its assembly line and started de- 
veloping its ground handling and 
support equipment long before the 
Thor missile Was anywhere near 
perfection. This could have been 
a very expensive gamble if any de- 
sign changes were needed. It ap- 
peared the Security Council is now 
convinced that no major design 
changes will be necessary. 

© All services are thinking in 
terms of eventual manned space 
flights, The Army’s missile leader, 
Dr. Wernher Von Braun has long 
been interested in it. Lt. Gen. C. S. 
Irvine, Deputy Air Force chief of 
staff, said in a speech last week 
that the AF is conducting research 
on “manned ballistic missiles” and 
so-called “space platforms.” 

Dr. John P. Hagen, director of 
the Navy’s satellite program, Proj- 
ect Vanguard, said the U.S. should 
begin planning now “to put a man 
in space.” He said to do this re- 
quires some such devices as a wing- 
ed missile, so the man could come 
back, 

® The new office to direct the 
development of nuclear power for 
aircraft and missiles, under Air 
Force Maj. Gen. Donald J. Keirn 
came about as a result of criticism 
from the Joint Congressional Com- 
mittee on Atomie Energy. It had 
complained of red tape slowing 
nuclear plane progress. 

® A 100-foot long, helium-power- 
ed gun that can fire a bullet at 
16,000 mph, will be used by the 
Navy at Moffett Field, Calif., for 
research on the problem of a mis- 
sile’s reentry into the earth’s at- 
mosphere. 

® Unofficial reports are that De- 
fense will ask a military budget of 
$40 billion next year, with $39 bil- 
lion actually to be spent during the 
next fiscal year and the rest for 
long range financing. 

© The President told the nation 
in.a broadcast that we have 38 
types of missiles. (Apparently the 
three Sparrows, three ‘Nikes and 


| two Regulus types were counted as 
i one each). Eleven missiles are ac- 


tually operational, including five 
Navy (Sidewinder, Sparrow I, Pet- 
rel, Terrier, Regulus I); three Air 
Force (Falcon, Rascal, Matador); 
and three Army (Nike-Ajax, Cor- 
poral and Honest John). 

© Air Force artifical meteors, 
the size of bullets, were fired from 
a rocket 54 miles above the earth 
with such velocity that they broke 
out into interplaneary space and 
are probably headed toward the 
sun.

University of California, ad- 
mits about 75 students a year. For 
each vacancy there are from eight 
to 10 applicants from qualified stu- 
dents, that is, those who have at 
least a grade point index equiva- 
lent of a “B.” 


Let’s not overlook the fact that 
a dentist is brought into the serv- 
ice to give a service. There are no 
state board requirements that a 
dentist needs an internship in 
ordér to enter private practice. 

No professional training requires 
more financial outlay than den- 
tistry. 

I can think of no other recent 
graduate who can offer as much to 
the Army as the young dentist. In 
the service he does exactly what 
he. has been specifically trained 
for and what he will do in civilian 
life, plus the training that the 
Army tells him he must perform.

Use RiF'd Officers 
In Civilian Jobs 


HAWAII: I am amazed at the 
interest being displayed over the 
attempt by the CG, First Army, to 
establish a placement service to 
help RIF’d officers find employ- 
ment in private industry. Why 
private employment? Why not em- 
ployment in the Army establish- 
ment? 
Who is a bigger employer than 
the Army? And why doesn’t the 
Army accord the former officer 
the same consideration as a civilian 
employee? 
Stop and consider the treatment 
of the Reservist, as you are wit- 
nessing it, with the civilian em- 
ployee. During a civilian ‘RIF’ the 
incumbent of a position is notified 
that his job ig being eliminated. 
He is not notified that he is being 
RIF’d. He does not necessarily lose 
his employment. He “bumps” an- 
other individual with less tenure 
or with lesser employable status. 

A chain reaction results. The in- 
dividual whe actually loses his job 
may be far removed echelon-wise 
from the position which was elimi- 
nated. 

Visualize the situation where the 
Reserve officer works side-by-side 


with the civilian. The officer is 
RIF’d. The civilian stays on. 
Why _ shouldn’t’ the officer 


“bump” the civilian if he is other- 
wise qualified and has more active 
duty time than the civilian has 
years of civil service employment? 

The technical reason why is that 
the Reservist has no legal civil 
service status. The real reason is 
that DA isn’t interested enough 
in the Reservist to do something 
about it. 

If DA has done anything to as- 
sist the RIF’d Reservist, then I 
haven’t heard of it. Is there really 
a good reason why RIF’d officers 
shouldn’t “bump” master _ ser- 
geants? Isn’t this done in private 
industry and in the military with 
respect to civilians? 

Also, is there any real, equitable 
reason why the forced reduction 
couldn’t be absorbed through push- 
ing officers back one grade and 
taking the cut at the lowest level 
through reduction in ROTC calls? 
This has been done previously. We 
signed our category requests short- 
ly after WW II with that under- 
standing. 

Of course, the DA can come up 
with scores of reasons why RIF’d 
officers must vacate the officer 
ranks and why they can’t be absorb- 
ed in the E-7 grade. The same is 
hardly true of their employment 
in the civilian capacity. 

But it would require legislation. 
I believe that the Congress should 
be asked to provide the authority 
whereby a Reserve officer who was 
RIF’d could be granted employ- 
able civil service status at the rate 


some servicemen and their wives if 
they are undergoing the adoption 
of a foreign national child. 

In order to apply for citizenship 
for the prospective child, the adep- 
tive parents have to have certain 
papers filled out. In doing this, 
some two years later than the time 
that the child entered the States, 
servicemen often find themselves 
transferred to several posts. 

When you reside in the States 
at different addresses it be- 
comes difficult at a later date to 
obtain some papers required by the 
U.S. District Court to which appli- 
cation for American citizenship has 
been made. 

If it could be mentioned in 
Army Times, adoptive parents 
could have these papers completed 
before leaving an address in the 
United States. Then citizenship 
papers could be obtained without 
difficulty. 

I recommend upon first arriving 
in the United States that the adop- 
tive couple of the foreign national 
go to the nearest U.S. District 
Court (Immigration and Natural- 
ization) and obtain these forms in 
six to eight quantities in order to 
accomplish the above before mov- 
ing to new addresses. These papers 
have to be filled out by neighbors 
(husband and wife, copy each).

MADRID, Spain: There has been 
much talk of the cuts in defense 
spending and in ways of cutting 
PCS and other travel, yet Defense 
Department insists on enforcing 
the regulation on foreign service 
tours, AR 614-30 which limits a 
man at an overseas station to a 
maximum of four years. 

There are many reasons for this 
maximum, but there should be 
some provision to enable the over- 
sea commander to extend the teur 
to a total of six years should the 
situation warrant. 

In my case, the foreign govera- 
ment requested that I be allowed 
to remain for an additional year 
or a total of five, the command was 
willing to retain me, but the CG 
could not say that if I left the 
MAAG would have to close shep.

57th’s Business Is Booming 
In ‘Touch and Go’ Field 


FORT MYER, Va. — The men 
of the 57th Ordnance Det. at Fort 
Myer have a job which can perhaps 
be best described as “touch and 
go.” 

These men are demolition ex- 
perts and their stock-in-trade is 
gunpowder, TNT and the like — 
which they treat with approximate- 
ly the same solicitous care as an 
indulgent mother displays for her 
first-born. 

The 57th Ordnance finds that 
“business is booming.” It receives 
constant requests for help and for 
information concerning its danger- 
ous trade.

WHEN it answers a call from 
military or civilian authorities — 
private individuals are referred to 
iheir local police department — 
ihe element of uncertainty is al- 

ways present. So assuming an atti- 
tude of suspicion and caution be- 
comes second nature with the men 
of the 57th. 

Sometimes they hit pay dirt, as 
when they were recently summoned 
to Alexandria, Va., where a resi- 
dent had discovered in a recently- 
delivered truckload of dirt-fill a 
mysterious, cylinder-shaped object 
weighing about 100 pounds. 

It turned out to be a Parrott 
shell, a potent firecracker fas- 
hionable in artillery circles dur- 
ing the Civil War. Its fuse, more- 
over, was sheared off, exposing 
the firing pin. 

According to men of the 57th, 
who base their opinion on their 
studies of many such finds over the 
past years, the “damn Yankees” 

and “Johnny Rebs” really did keep 
their powder dry in those days— 
so dry it’s still blowing up in peo 
ple’s faces. 

“This shell could have explod- 
ed, too, if the firing pin had so 
much as been touched,” one of 
the men commented. “Contrary 
to public belief, most Civil War 
rounds were filled with black 
powder and even to this day 
some of them are very much 
alive.” 

Furthermore, the 57th reports, 
some of this gunpowder grows 
more sensitive with the passing 
years because the ingredients be- 
come better integrated as a. result 
of continuous molecular action. 

Wisely preferring not to take 





any unnecessary risks resulting 
from this increased sensitivity and 
from a deception difference in var- 
ious firing mechanisms, the 57th 
rarely attempts to disarm any of 
these discoveries. 

Instead, explosive-loaded items 
are sandbagged on the rear of a 
2%-ton truck and gingerly trans- 
ported to a range at nearby Ft. 
Belvoir, where they’re harmlessly 
exploded. 

The Parrott round found in Alex- 
andria, however, was an exception. 
One of a limited number manufac- 
tured by the Confederacy, it was 
meticulously drilled open, drained 
of its deadly contents and then 
presented to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, where it was placed on ex- 
hibit, 

* * 

THE 57TH Ordnance Det., sta- 
tioned in the Military District of 
Washington, is typical of Explosive 
Ordnance Disposal (EOD) units 
set up all over the country to take 
care of such situations. 

Like most of these units, it is a 
small, close-knit group comprised 
of an officer, seven enlisted men 
and a company clerk, all of whom 
are volunteers who have met rigid 
mental and physical requirements. 
In addition to their base pay, they 
receive $55 monthly as hazardous 
duty pay. 

Although its location near a num- 
ber of Civil War battlefields pro- 
vides the 57th with plenty of head- 
aches, its unique training and 
equipment also qualifies it for an 
occasional less heroic role.

1908, the Wright brothers demon- 
strated their flying machime to 
VIPs at Fort Myer.

Edinburgh, like most elderly 
cities, has a rich and romantic 
mixture of fact and fictional his- 
tory. But few had such gifted 
and devoted sons to enrich their 
annals with the magic of his 
pen as Walter Scott. 

His Waverly Novels people the 
region with Jeanie Deans and Davie 
Deans; Guy Mannerings; recreate 
the gay balls of Holyrood; the 
border hills and towns; the meet- 
ings of the Council and hundreds 
of other figures and events that 
make it hard to distinguish be- 
tween the real and the fanciful. 

Down in East Prince Street Gar- 
dens we went to revisit the high 
gray tower which forms a canopy 
over the marble likeness of the 
tall, slightly stooped gentlemen 
who used to wander through the 
streets of this beloved town—The 
figure, of course, is that of Sir 
Walter Scott. 

One could linger long among 
the nooks and crannies of Castle 
Hill, Clermiston Tower, the castles 
of Craigmillar, Lauriston, and Hely- 
rood, not to mention the beautiful 
gardens of Prince Street, Royal 
Botanie and even the graveyard of 
Greyfriars Church where so many 
of Scotland's noble sons rest.

THERE’S ONE place in the city 
that every military man should 
visit at least once. This is the Na- 
tional War Memorial which me 
moralizes better the men and wom- 
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en, even some of the animals, who 
gave their lives for their country, 
than any such shrine we have ever 
seen. 

The Memorial consists of a Hall 
of Honor and a Central Shrine. In 
the Hall of Honor is an alcove for 
each Scottish Regiment with their 
rolls of honor. 

Centering the Shrine is a green 
marble stoné rising through the 
floor, called the Stone of Re 
membrance. It carries a steel casket 
guarded by four kneeling angels. 
The casket contains the names of 
the country’s heros dead who 
shared in the nation’s awful 
sacrifice for world freedom. 

Countless details of battles and 
campaigns in which Scottish sol- 
diers and sailors have participated 
in all parts of the modern world 
are recorded in books, plaques, 
emblems, statuary, and art to 
which scores of artists and his- 
torians have contributed. 

We'll always visit the Memorial 
when we come to Edinburgh. And 
we hope everyone who comes here 
does likewise. For it is really one 
of the world’s greatest tributes to 
men of war.

for a group of Buffalo businessmen. 
In those days, banks had few 
branches. Checking accounts were 
in their infancy. And nobody 
trusted bank drafts for large sums. 

From this inconspicuous begin- 
ning, Wells went on to transport 
other things — everything from 
oysters to plow shares—until soon 
he was giving stiff competition to 
the two other express firms in the 
area, Livingston, Fargo and Co. 
and Butterfield and Wasson. The 
rivalry between the three firms 
was keen, but it was not to last. 

In 1850, Wells proposed a 
meeting in Buffalo of the part- 
ners of the three companies, and 
the result of the meeting was 
that the three firms consolidated 
their enterprises into one organi- 
zation. This was the founding of 
the American Express Company. 

A special provision of the articles 
of association provided that shares 
could not be sold, in any case, to 
“married women, infants, or ir- 
responsible persons.” That com- 
ment rather jibes with one made 
some years later by President 
James C. Fargo, son of the founder 
Fargo, that “When the day comes 
that American Express has to hire 
a female employee, it will close 
its doors.” 

Today, American Express doors 
are open in 405 offices throughout 
the world, and more women em- 
ployees than men pass through 
them.

E Europe in the Orient? It’s 
possible, according to North-

west Orient Airlines. 

Tourists taking Northwest’s 
Orient airventures are advised to 
include a fascinating and _ inex- 


pensive side trip out of Hong 
Kong. A steamer ride of about 
three hours takes them from that 
teeming British Crown Colony to 
the Portuguese colony of Macao, 
oldest European settlement in the 
Far East. 

Macao, says Northwest, is a 
little bit of the Old World that 
juts out, like three stepping stones, 
from the southern tip of the China 
mainland. Founded in 1557, along 
with its accompanying islands of 
Taipa and Coloane, it is a mixture 
of new and old Chinese, Portu- 
guese, Spanish and Dutch. While 
its “downtown” section is typically 
Chinese, its residential areas make 
tourists feel they are in Europe. 
There are wide, quiet avenues, 
lined with ancient banyan trees. 
There are graceful cobblestone 
lanes, Spanish street names, ma- 





jestic cathedrals and old forts. 
In spite of their characteristic | 
chattering and _ noisiness, the} 
190,000 Chinese who form 98 per | 
cent of the colony’s population 
seem to have succumbed to the 
tranquility of the place. 
The Portuguese received Macao | 
as a reward for helping China clear 
the district of pirates. From 1581 
until 1640 it was under Spanish 
rule. The Dutch entered it on five 
occasions. Today, the Porto do 
Cerco, the Barrier Gate, marks the 
limit of Portuguese territory. 
The principal industry is fish- 
ing, as tourists quickly learn from 
seeing the hundreds of junks in 
the Outer Harbor.

Carson Man 
Gets Report 
From China 


FORT CARSON, Colo.—A new 
Fort Carson radioman has received 
a cautious first-hand account of life 
behind the bamboo curtain from 
a former classmate at Yale Uni- 
versity. 

Pvt. Michael R. Shepperd, who 
joined the Carson Army Hospital 
closed-circuit Station KCCH this 
week, received the two page air- 
mail letter from China written Oct. 
15. 

The writer, Fred Grab, was a 
scholarship studént in Europe, 
traveled to Moscow for an interna- 
tional youth rally and accepted the 
Communist Chinese government’s 
invitation to visit that nation. 

The U.S. Department of State 
warned the American students in 
the group not to make the trip and 
Shepperd says the letter indicates 
that his friend is having difficulty 
leaving China. 

Grab’s letter describes in care- 
ful terms visits with American 
prisoners of war who remained in 
China as civilians. All appeared 
healthy and had no complaints, his 
uncensured account states. 

Grab’s most provocative state- 
ment appears to be that suppres- 
sion of individual freedom has 
brought .great uneasiness to. the 
Communist: regime. 

Shepperd: completed training in 
Btry. A, 84th FA Bn., at .Carson: 
He and Grab were graduated from 
Yale in. 1956. They. worked as a 
radio announcer team there, at 
other Connecticut stations and in 
Dallas, Tex.

The inflatable antenna is one 
of the keys to the portability of 
the terminal because of the re- 
duced weight, ease of erection and 
storage, and lessened supporting 
tower requirements. 

The complete antenna assembly, 
including tower, weighs 400 
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ABOVE, the air-transportable 
terminal for UHF transhorizon 
radio communication undergoes 
tests at Fort Huachuca, Ariz. 
The antennas are air inflated, 
and the entire system — which 
has a range of 50 to 150 miles 
— can be packed into two shel- 
ters.

In transit, the receiver-exciter 
shelter carries the folded antenna 
fabrics and dsmantled towers for 
both antennas, transmission lines, 
blower cables and a 70-foot power 
cable. 

Shelters are supplied with de- 
teachable dolly wheels for move- 
ment over short distances, such as 
exact placement at the site. A por- 
table jack may be operated by four 
men to hoist a_ shelter to the 
proper height so a truck may be 
backed under the shelter for load- 
ing.

WASHINGTON — Two years 
ago, the Army Medical Service 
Graduate School was renamed the 
Walter Reed Army Institute of 
Research. Yet its role as a teach-

vide the high quality professional 
graduate training for which the 
school has been noted since its 
founding in 1893. 

The first component of the Insti- 
tute — the Army Medical School 
— was established 64 years ago. 
Fourth oldest Army school in the 
United States, it was originally 
housed in the Army Medical Mu- 
seum’s old building in Southwest 
Washington. In 1893, Maj. Walter 
Reed was named secretary of the 
first faculty meeting of the Army 
Medical School, while he served, at 
the same time, as curator of the 
Museum.

MALDEN, Mass.—Eugene F. Grant, vice president of 
engineering, National Company, electronic manufacturers, 
believes that present National Co. research with miniaturized 
atomic frequency standards (atomic clocks) will provide the 
key to solving many of the problems of space navigation. 


Grant stated, “The Atomichron, 
the world’s first commercially avail- 
able atomic clock, represents a 
thousandfold advance in the state 
of the art of continuous time meas- 
urement.” 


The significance of accurate and 
dependable measurement of time 
as related to space travel was ex- 
plained by Grant. , 

“The basic requirement of navi- 
gation is to determine where you 
are in order to plot where you are 
going. In a space ship the distance 
from the earth may be determined 
essentially by the measurement of 
the time delay in a pulse of radio 
energy from an earthbound trans- 
mitter and the directional angles 
from the time relation of rotating 
radio beams. The atomic clock will 
play a vital role in the actual 
navigation of a space ship. It is 
envisioned that the space ship will 
carry a miniature atomichron that 
has been synchronized with another 
atomichron on the earth, or on a 
space platform. A computation 
using the differences in the read- 
ings of the space borne and earth- 
bound atomichrons will provide the 
means of precise location.” 

Grant also pointed out that in 
order to navigate in outer space, 
ard retuin successfully, it is neces- 
sary that we learn more about cer- 
tain physical laws. For example, it 
will be necessary to test a corollary 
of Einstein’s theory of relativity 
which relates the influence of a 
gravity field on the generation of 
accurate time or radio frequencies. 
We must also be able to measure 
more accurately the dimensions of 
the earth in order to relate earthly 
distance precisely. Up to now, we 
have not been able to measure 
precisely the exact distance be- 


tween the U.S. and Russia. Arti- 
ficial satellites, electronics and 
the atomichron will provide the 


means for such surveys. 

Grant zlso pointed out that the 
atomichron may play a vital role 
in communications of the future, 
providing a means of world-wide 
radio and TV communications pos- 
sibly using earth satellites as relay 
stations. 


Solid Fuel Motors 
97.5% Reliable 


BRIGHAM CITY, Utah — In 
actual flight tests, large long range 
missiles powered by Thiokol solid 
propellant rocket motors have 
achieved a 97.5% reliability record. 

These figures were disclosed by 
Mr. J. W. Crosby, president of 
Thiokol Chemical Corp. during the 
company’s formal opening of its 
new Utah Rocket Division near 
here. 

Although solid propellant motors 
have long proven themselves in 
smaller rockets and guided mis- 
siles, this flight performance record 
is believed to be the first con- 
clusively established for large solid 


engines powering missiles  ap- 
proaching the IRBM and ICBM 
class. 


To date, 130 engines developed 
in this general size or larger have 
been fired. Ninety static tests were 
completely successful, said Mr. 
Crosby. In forty actual flight tests, 
only one missile failure was partial- 
ly attributed to the rocket engine. 

Thiokol produces solid propel- 
lant motors for several operational 
missiles. Among them -are_ the 
Falcon air-to-air missile, the sur- 
fece-to-surface Lacrosse, and the 
Army’s newest team of anti-aircraft 
Missiles—the Nike Hercules, with 








triple the range of the Nike Ajax 
for high-flying aircraft and pilot- 
less bombers, and the Hawk, de- 
signed for low-flying craft attempt- 
ing to come under the radar screen. 
Thiokol also supplies the ex- 
tremely high-thrust booster for the 
Martin Matador and Lockheed X-17. 
Thiokol has developed even 
larger engines than those listed, but 
their classification is still secret.

SAN DIEGO—Ryan Aeronautical 
Co. will take the initial step in a 
major expansion of its electronics 
section by moving present avionics 
activities from the company’s air- 
craft plant to a 30,000-square foot 
Kearny Mesa building. 

The Ryan electronics pilot pro- 
duction line is now manufacturing 
automatic navigators for the Navy 
and Army; ground speed indicators 
for Sikorsky helicopters, and guid- 
ance systems for the Air Force. 
Electronics experts under Owen S. 
Olds, chief electronics engineer, are 
developing new devices and con- 
cepts which hold promise in both 
military and commercial fields.

MINNEAPOLIS — .Minneapolis- 
Honeywell is the first industrial 
firm to utilize a Philco airborne 
computer, the “TRANSAC” C-1102. 

Philco’s digital control computer 
is being used by Honeywell’s Aero- 
nautical Division research depart- 
ment to test small digital compon- 
ents being developed for use in 
inertial guidance systems for air- 
craft and missiles.

New Suspension Jeep Seat. 


Gives That Caddy Feeling 


> 

CHICAGO—The armed forces 
have moyed to take the bounce and 
jar out of the work-horse jeep. 

A special lightweight aluminum 
suspension jeep seat has been de- 
signed for the Detroit Arsenal by 
the Bostrom Manufacturing Co. of 
Milwaukee, 

The jeep seat, which uses a 
patented rubber torsion spring sus- 
pension system to absorb shock 
and isolate the driver in a jolt- 
free zone, is currently optional 
factorf-installed equipment on ma- 
jor models of trucks. 

More than half of the shock and 
vibration normally transferred to 
the vehicle operator is removed by 
the new suspension jeep seat, ac- 
cording to Bostrom’s director of 
research and engineering. 

The seat is of deckchair type 
construction and weighs approxi- 
mately 18 pounds. The present 
jeep seat weighs 24 pounds. Tubu- 
lar aluminum is used for the frame 
wtih a canvas hammock which con- 
tours to body shape for the seat 
and back construetion. 

The suspension mechanism be- 
tween the seat and the flocr of the 
jeep removes the kangaroo motion 
of the driver and floats‘him over 





the bumps, making it possible to 
use a canvas seat construction. 
. 7 D 

CANVAS was selected as the 
seating material because it is por- 
ous and allows “breathing” or 
complete ventilation for the 
driver. Draw strings make it pos- 
sible to adjust the tension of the 
canvas to the individual’s taste. 
The hammock is replaceable. 

The “guts” of the seat are in 
a small compact box to the rear 
and under the canvas seat. Housed 
in this box is a rubber torsion 
spring and lever arms which act 
as “knees” taking up all the jolt 
and jar before it reaches the 
driver. 

A knob on the back of the box 
makes it possible for the driver to 
adjust the seat to his weight— 
whether he weigh 100 or 300 
pounds. By turning the knob to 
the correct position marked on a 
calibrated gauge, the tension in 
the rubber spring is preloaded to 
the correct weight of the driver. 
This preloading twists the rubber 
torsional spring so that the driver 
remains motionless on the seat 
while the entire vehicle moves up 
and down beneath him. ®

A drill platoon of about 55 men, 
Jodie was in his prime during 
1947 when he strutted in the Cot- 
ton Bowl, took a tour of 8th Air 
Force bases, and paraded for the 
March of Dimes. 

It’s been a long time since 
Jodie’s voice sang his long-remem- 
bered refrains, melodies that in 
part suggest a bit of Negro spiri- 
tualism.

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Portrait Tip: Keep Your Distance, 
Crop Negative for Desired Effect 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


Garand questions having to do with taking portraits with a twin-lens reflex camera 


come from Capt. H. H. Tyminski, M.D. (USAR). 


Primarily, he appears to be having 


difficulty in getting fair-sized images without running into distortion because of too 


close a viewpoint. 

He wants to know whether a 
“portrait” lens would help. This 
term is a mis- gx 
nomer, incident- ¥ 
ally, being ac- 
tually a  sup- 
plementary lens 
for closeups, 
therefore 
unsuitable for 
portraits, which, 
as the captain 
‘has learned, 
tend to distort 
features. 

The most 
faithful closeups are taken at a dis- 
tance of at least five or six feet 
from the subject. With the 75mm 
or 80mm lenses on most twin-lens 
reflex cameras, the result, of 
course, is more or less a full figure 
portrait. 

In enlarging, if a closeup effect 
is desired, the negative is cropped 
down (masked) to the wanted por- 
tion. Sometimes this amounts to 
only a half or a third of the nega- 
tive, thus giving the equivalent of 
a shot made with a lens of longer 
focal length. 

If the negative has been prop- 
erly exposed and developed, the 
chances are that the quality of 
the print will be satisfactory so 
far as grain size is concerned. 
Cropping is done either in the 
negative carrier, by masking off 
the unwanted areas on the nega- 
tive itself, or directly on the en- 
larging easel, 

Some of the finest portraits have 
been taken with twin-lens reflex 
cameras, many by resorting to 
cropping to get head-and-shoulder 
portraits. 

The camera also often is used

closer than the distance recom- 
mended above. The result can be 
satisfactory perspective, provided 
the camera angle is chosen careful 
ly to avoid obvious distortion.

A COMMON ERROR is reported 
by D. E. Tremaine of Ottawa, 
Canada: “I was using a large, 
round lens shade on my wide-angle 
lens with the series 6 filter. All 





my color slides when developed 
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show a round, cone-shaped edge,” 
he writes, and. asks these ques- 
tions: “1, Is a shade necessary 
when using this filter; 2, would a 
large square shade. be better?” 


Your trouble is’ in your lens 
shade, which apparently cuts off 
the image at the corners. You 
should get a shorter lens shade fer 
use with the wide-angle lens. A 
shade is desirable when shooting 
with or without a filter; there is 
no connection between the two in 
so far as the use of a shade is 
concerned. Some people like a 
square shade but it is not the 
shape that matters, but the shade’s 
length which should be short 
enough to clear the subject for 
the lens in use. 





Inexpensive Enlarger Among New Camera Equipment 


N inexpensive enlarger for be- 
ginners, the $29.95 Accura 35 
(Spiratone, Inc., 369 Seventh Ave- 
nue, New York 1, N.Y.) should be 
just the ticket to start one off in 
darkroom work with a relatively 
small cash outlay. Features in- 
clude a 2-inch f/3.8 lens with click- 
stops ani illuminated diaphragm, 
parallel-arm housing support, 24- 
inch post, double condenser, red 
filter, and glassless negative carrier.

Here's More Dope 
On Military C redit 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


This week we continue with answers to questions fre- 
quently raised about crediting military service for civil | in 
service retirement. The answers were prepared by the Civil 


Service Commission. 

Q@. Is there a bar against a 
person holding a federal job while 
receiving military retired pay? 

A. There are some restrictions. 
A Regular warrant officer or com- 
missioned officer retired for length 
of service is barred from most 
government jobs because to hold a 
federal job his. retired pay and 
civil service pay must both be 
under $2500 a year. He may not 
waive retired pay to avoid this re- 
striction. 


Lae adn an employee is not 
barred if retired for physical dis- 
ability. But he is Timited to 
$10,000 a year combined retired 
pay and federal salary, unless the 
disability is a war injury. ‘ 

An enlisted man who retires 
and receives retired pay on the 
basis of his enlisted grade is free 
to accept a government position. 
His earnings are not limited. 

Q. How is the amount of civil 
service retirement figured? 

A. Mainly on length of service 
and the highest salary over a five- 
year consecutive period. A per- 
centage of the “five-high” average 
salary is multiplied by years of 
service, so adding years of mili- 
tary service gives a higher multi- 
plication factor. Annuity may 
never exceed 80 percent of salary. 

Q@. Does an employee have to 
oo a percentage of mili- 

pay to have this service 
pm fer civil service retirement. 

A. No. This credit is free. 

Q. Is disability retirement fig- 
ured in the same way as age re- 
tirement? 

A. Yes, except disability rates 
may not go below a ‘certain mini- 
mum — that is, 40 percent of the 
“high five” or the amount an em- 
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ployee would have gotten if con- 
tinued on the payroll to age 60. 

Q. If a federal employee dies 
in service are his widow and chil- 
dren entitled to annuities? 


A. Yes. A widow will gét 50 
percent of her husband’s annuity. 
Dependent children may also col- 
lect annuities. 


Q. Can a retired employee pre- 
vide something for his wife if he 
dies? 

A. Yes. By taking a reduced 
annuity, he can provide an an- 
nuity for his wife after his death. 
It is similar to the military Con- 
tingengy Option Act. 

Q. If a federal employee is re- 
called to active military service, 
what are his civil service retire- 
ment rights? 

A. He has reemployment rights 
in his civilian position, which he 
can exercise on release from 
active duty, if the military service 
was not over four years. 

He can be paid a refund of his 
retirement deductions at any time 
while in the service, thus relin- 
quishing his retirement rights. If 
he does not request a refund, he 





will be considered a civilian em- 
ployee for retirement purposes for 
the period of his military service, 
up to five years. For example, 
this military service could count 
toward the minimum five years he 
needs to qualify for civil service 
retirement, It also means that if 
he should die while in military 
service after qualifying for civil 
service retirement, his wife and 
children may be entitled to sur- 


vivor —

figuring the 15-year period of |, 


service after which a federal em- 
ployee may retain free life insur- 
ance during retirement? 

A. Yes. And note that receipt 
of military retired pay does not 
affect the crediting of military 
service for insurance purposes. 

The insurance referred to is 
group life, accidental death and 
dismemberment ~ insurance, the 
cost~of which is shared by the 
employee and the government. An 
employee under 65 is entitled to 
insurance equal to his salary 
raised to the next thousand. For 
example, an employee whose sal- 
ary is $5200 may be insured for 
$6000. For this the employee pays 
25 cents every two weeks for each 
$1000 and the government pay the 
rest. 

The life insurance will be free 
after retirement on an immediate 
annuity, either for disability or 
after 15 years service. Also, the 
insurance is free after 65 for any 
employee on the rolls, regardless 
of years of service. The amount 
of insurance begins to reduce 
after age 65 by two percent a 
month until it reaches 25 percent 
of the original amount. The 25 
percent remains in effect. The 
double indemnity and dismember- 
ment (loss of limb or eyesight) 
etn = on retirement.

Stop Readjusting Your Husband 
And Concentrate on the Budget

For several months I have 
been reading in Army Times 
the letters from wives of re- 
leased Reserve officers with 
varying degrees of sympathy, 
amusement, amazement or 


plain disgust. This forcing 
out certainly has proved to be 
a meaty subject, but I believe 
there are a few angles still 
due some _ publicity—favor- 
able publicity—and up to now 
they have been neglected or 
totally ignored. 
- . e 

My husband has recently been 
released after 15 years’ service. His 
rank was major. He has reenlisted 
(SFC) and will collect a very 
liberal pension in another five 
years. By that time he will be 41 
years old and a lieutenat colonel in 
the Reserve. Do you know of many 
civilian firms paying more than 
$300-a-month pensions to 41-year- 
old ex-employees in good physical 
condition? 

That readjustment pay cleared 
up a few outstanding bills and 
left us a nice nest egg. I am sure 
there are few civilian companies 
that treat their employees so liber- 
ally when they reduce the staff. 

Those who were surprised or 
shocked by their release, surely 
any Reserve officer and his wife 
who had not squarely faced the 
possibility that he might not be 
retained for 20 years were being 
a pair of ostriches. 

To those wives who cry loudly 
about injustice, I would ask what 
they personally would have wanted 
to do if their husbands had been 
offered highly paid jobs on the 
outside at one of those times when 
they were about to put in for new

“OU may have heard that Tokyo 
is like other large cities, but 
don’t you believe it. It’s like no 
other city you’ve ever seen. True, 
it’s heavily populated, and there’s 
always lots of traffic. But there the 
likeness ends. You get the feeling 
you’re visiting a series of village 
carnivals rather than a cosmopoli- 
tan city. 

Walk down any of the alleys 
which branch off the main streets 
of Tokyo. You’ll see small open 
stalls decorated with gayly colored 
lanterns. Wares of all kinds are 
on display—kimonos, vegetables, 
objects of art, hardware, novelties, 
china and yard goods. 

Clowns may be seen, carrying 
signs you can’t read. People, bi- 
cyclists and taxis jostle one an- 
other as they throng down these 
narrow passageways. And the ever- 
present din of bus, streetcar, and 
automobile horns add to the car- 
nival atmosphere. 


TOKYO, like other large cities, 
has its department stores, specialty 
shops, restaurants, hotels, and 
bars, but no city in the United 
States has anything comparable to 
Tokyo’s coffee shops. 





There are large ones, small ones, 
plain ones, and fancy ones, Some 
offer only coffee of many kinds, 
but most offer a selection of soft 
drinks, coffee, tea, cakes, and ice 
cream. In these shops, students 
gather, tired shoppers pause, and 
business men get together for a 
refreshing break in the day. In 
addition to its menu, each shop 
specializes in a certain type of 
music so that you may choose a 
coffee shop to fit your mood. 

One of the most spectacular 
coffee shops in Tokyo is the 
“Elysian” (also known as “Yie- 
Lai-Shian”) on 10th street between 
“A” avenue and Shimbashi Sta- 
tion. The walls are draped in silk, 
the floors are carpeted, the fur- 
nishing are plush, and the lights 
are soft and low. At one end is a 
mirrored wall. There’s.a stage in 
front of this from which an orches- 
tra plays sweet music. As this stage 
rises from one floor to the next 
(there are three floors in all) pa- 
trons on every floor may watch the 
orchestra either in the flesh or in 
the mirrored wall. One orchestra 
plays for a while, then another: re- 
places it. But all play the same 
type of music, keeping the mood 
which typifies this shop. 





leads to substantial savings and 
tends to curb unnecessary or un- 
wise spending. 

The purchase of a large freezer 
has made it possible for us to buy 
food wholesale and to live as well 
as we ever did. 

Allowance for clothing and social 
activities did have to be reduced, 
but as we are no longer obliged to 
attend big social functions fre- 
quently, this is no great hardship. 

Our entertaining has become 
more coffee-and-cake than scotch- 
and-steak, but we enjoy it as much 
or more. With coffee and cake you 
get to know people as they really 
are.

READING CAN BE PROBLEM 
TO CHILD 


Many children find it difficult 
to learn to read. We take it for 
granted that a mere glance is suf- 
ficient. But a child must look at 
each letter in the word before he 
can tell what it is.

HATE can be confused with HAT. 
Sometimes words are reversed or 
mixed in the mind so that words 
like TONE and NOTE look alike. 

This is natural and to be expect- 
ed in the early stages of learning 
but when it persists for a long 
time then it is necessary to find 
the trouble. 

An examination by a doctor is 
necessary to be sure the child :is 
in good health se that no physical 
defect may. interfere with reading, 
such as poor eyesight.

my body to be lithe and my muscles 
free, so I work at home every day. 
I have an exercise mat and a sturdy 
chair which I use as a ballet bar.

Holiday dinner parties call 
for very special desserts. 
Venetian glass tarts fill this 
requirement perfectly. They 
were inspired by the lovely, 
irregular shapes of Venetian 
glass bowls and decorative 
table ware. 

By placing a pastry square be- 
tween two layers of heavy duty 
aluminum foil and pinching the 
irregular shapes, it takes only a 
few ‘minutes to fashion these works 
of art. 

The pastry shells may be made 
one or more days in advance and 
stored in the refrigerator or freez- 
er. The filling improves if made 
in advance. 

PASTRY RECIPE FOR 
SIX TART SHELLS 
2 cups sifted flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
%4 cup shortening 
4 tablespoons water 

Cut shortening into flour and 
salt with pastry blender until 
pieces are the size of coarse corn- 
meal. Add one tablespoon water 
at a time, tossing with fork until 
dough holds together. Shape the 
dough a ball and divide in 
half 

Roll out half of the dough on 
a lightly floured pastry cloth, or 
board, until it measures approxi- 
mately 18 by six inches and is % 
inch thick. Cut dough into three 
six-inch squares and repeat with 
other half of dough. 

To shape tarts, cut 12 squares 
of heavy duty foil and place one 
above and one below each square 
of pastry. Lift one corner with 
the thumb and forefinger. Fore- 
finger is on top of foil, about one 
inch from center. 

With the index finger of the oth- 
er hand, pinch in at the bottom 
to hold pastry and foil permanent- 
ly in upright, rippled position. Re- 
peat with each corner until pastry 
and foil are pressed into an irregu- 
lar cup shape. 

Make small indentations _ be- 
tween corner folds to give cup a 
rippled effect around the top to 
resemble the shape of Venetian 
glass bowls. For marbled effect, 
rotate a toothpick dipped in food 
color from center of pastry to 
edge

Storms Slow 
Construction 
At Fort Polk 


FORT POLK, La.—Heavy rain- 
storms during the past weeks have 
slowed construction of the $33,000,- 
000 Capehart housing project here, 
post engineer authorities have an- 
nounced. 

Clearing and grading the con- 
struction site is nearing comple- 
tion, but wet weather has prevent- 
ed the civilian contractor from 
pouring concrete pads used for 
foundations. This may delay com- 
pletion of the first 250 houses orig- 


inally slated for March, 1958. 

Although construction is current- 
ly running two weeks behind sched- 
ule, favorable weather may permit 
contractors to make up time lost, 
an engineer spokesman said.

Despite these improvements, one 
of each four Army injuries and six 
of 10 accident deaths are due to 
accidents involving privately-own- 
ed vehicles.

FROM: A Baseball Fan. 
Gentlemen: 


The result of your American League “Most Valu- 
able Player” vote should automatically forfeit your 
organization’s right to have anything to do with the 
award — a public trust — ever again. 

Because of personal prejudices (non-baseball 
type) it is obvious that you people just can’t de 
the job. 


Baseball fans don’t want you to change your “sys- 
tem,” as some members of your group have sug- 
gested; we just want you to wash your hands of the 
whole thing. 

Of course, you have goofed badly in the past be- 
cause of precious, childish, petty personal] likes and 
dislikes, so your most recent version of “Most Valu- 
able Player” should come as no surprise. It cer- 
tainly did not surprise me. I wasn’t certain who 
would win your award, but I knew it would be some 
Yankee and not the real MVP, Ted Williams.

YOUR “SYSTEM” robbed Ted of the honor AT 
LEAST twice before (once when he hit over .400 and 
another time when he led the league in everything 
but making as many friends as Joe Gordon, who won 
it) and there is no need to enumerate here why 
Williams was easily the Most Valuable Player in the 
league this year. You know he was, anyway. 

However, it might be pointed out that the Red 
Sox could never have finished in the first division 
without him and only the fear that this 39-year-old 
pro instilled into rival pitchers, who persistently 
walked him, kept him from leading the league in 
home runs and possibly RBIs as well. Luckily, this 
had no effect on his batting average, which was only 
.388, as you may recall. Williams won a good many 
more games for his team than Mantle did for his 
team or Sievers did for his team. Look it up. 

Even someone as_ prejudiced toward the 
Yankees as Casey Stengel] has admitted that the 
Most Valuable Player in the league was Williams.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.—The Army. Air Defense 
Command announced this week its highest award for anti- 


aircraft artillery gun units, the Commander’s Gun Battalion | Army, 
Trophy, has been won by the 16th AAA Gun Bn. of Fort’ 


Banks, Mass. 

The announcement was made 
by the commanding general, Lt. 
Gen. Charles E. Hart, at Ent Air 
Force Base, Colorado Springs, 
where ARADCOM Headquarters is 
located. 

Th means that the 16th AAA 
Bn., a 90mm gun unit which has 
won the trophy two years running, 
will retire as “undefeated cham- 
pions,” to use the words of the 
battalion’s commanding officer, 
Maj. Vincent J. McManus. The 
trophy has been awarded for ‘the 
last time to a gun unit, because 
the Army Air Defense Command 
is inactivating most of its anti- 
aircraft artillery gun units. There 
will be no competition in 1958. 

Inactivations now under way 
are in gscordance with a planned 
program, recently expedited in the 
interest of strictest economy, for 
phasing out gun units as the com- 
mand’s Nike guided missile force 
is expanded, 

Maj. McManus, who oomnnind the 
trophy for his battalion from Gen, 
Hart in an informal ceremony at 
Colorado Springs, pointed out that 
outstanding “professional” spirit 
of his men was largely responsi- 
ble for winning the trophy two 
years in a row. 

“They really believed in their 
mission and in their weapons, and 
they had a terrifie desire to be 
the best,” he said. “They all 
demonstrated outstanding profes- 
sional attitude, if not all as Regu- 
lar Army personnel, certainly by 
their thinking and spirit.”

ALL GUN UNITS of the Army 
Air Defense Command, the Army 
element of the North American 
Air Defense Command system, 
were eligible for the trophy, in- 
eclading 90mm, 120mm and the 
75mm “Skysweeper” battalions. 
The trophy was awarded on the 
basis of the average score 
achieved in-service practices at the 
firing ranges, 

The 16th AAA Bn. attained a 
rating of 99.28 percent, compared 
with its winning rating of 98.5 
percent the year before. It was 
a good thing the battalion boosted 
its rating, because the 519th AAA 
(120mm) Gun Bn. of Camp Han- 
ford, Wash., pressed the competi- 
tion for the second consecutive 
year. The 519th’s score of 99.03 
was only a shade away from vic- 
tory and would have been enough 
a year ago to win the trophy. 

Until activations began gun 
units were required to fire three 
times a year at the range. At 
each practice 40 target courses 
were fired, 10 by each battery. 
Radio-controlled target drones and 
target sleeves towed by Air Force 
aircraft were used. 

The 16th Bn. completed all three 
of its service practices at the 
range and its annual training tests, 
before its inactivation was or- 
dered 

On the last visit to its Cape Cod 
firing range, the 16th’s batteries 
scored 34 direct “kills” out of its 
40 target sleeves and drones.
